WASHINGTON Same-sex couples who are le- 
gally married will be treated as married for 
federal tax purposes regardless of where they 
live, the Treasury Department and the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service announced Thursday 

The ruling follows the Supreme Court’s 
decision in June overturning a key provision 
of the Defense of Marriage Act that barred 
the federal government from recognizing 
same-sex marriages for purposes such as in- 
surance benefits, immigration and tax filings. 

The change “provides access to benefits, 
responsibilities and protections under fed- 
eral tax law that all Americans deserve,” 
Treasury Secretary Jacob J. Lew said in a 
statement. “This ruling also assures legally 
married same-sex couples that they can 


move freely throufi^icjajC thL*-

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Bridging indie cool 
and mainstream pop

Purity Ring’s Corin Roddick was a drum- 
mer in the Canadian indie-rock band Gobble 
Gobble when he began flirting with elec- 
tronic music on his laptop while on tour a 
few years ago. He wasn’t immediately thrilled 
with the results. 

“I thought it was garbage,” he says of his 
initial attempt at working on what would 
become Purity Ring’s breakthrough song, 
“Ungirthed.” “I made that track on my laptop 
on tour and didn’t think it was any good. So 
I closed it and didn’t open it again till I got 
home four months later.” 

Roddick, who grew up in Edmonton, 
Alberta, had gone through several musical 
phases before discovering the independence 
and sonic freedom electronic music afforded 
him. As a young teen, he was a self-professed 
indie snob who prided himself on liking only 
the most obscure music. He played drums in 
indie bands, but grew dissatisfied. 

“I got into electronic music because of 
the possibilities of sound creation,” he says. 
“I was getting bored with traditional instru- 
ments. There is still a lot of great music be- 
ing made with them, but I got sick of being 
in bands with guitars and drums. I wanted the 
ability to create any sound by using synthesiz- 
ers and warping samples, dropping in audio, 
making sounds no one has heard. “ 

He asked his Gobble Gobble bandmate 
Megan James to add vocals. “Ed originally 
thought we’d do something on our primary 
instruments, with me playing drums and her 
on piano, but instead I gave her this electron- 
ic track,” Roddick says. “Megan’s an experi- 


enced musician and songwriter, but the idea 
of doing anything electronic was pretty out 
there for her. It was new territory for both of 
us, a chance thing, which made us both a little 
uncomfortable. I think that’s why it had the 
impact it did.” 

“Ungirthed” mixes Roddick’s otherworldly 
synths and James’ vocal melody which turns 
the phrase “ears ring and teeth click” into a 
ghostly hook. They released the song onTum- 
blr in January 2011 to immediate acclaim. 

“The song was just intended for us to hear 
and our friends— we weren’t really a band 
yet,” Roddick says. “We’d all been involved in 
quite a few musical projects that toured and 
sold records, and we know how difficult it is 
to be noticed as a musician. It did come as a 
big surprise when ‘Ungirthed’ got noticed, 
and we were grateful.” 

Whereas such blatantly mainstream music 
would’ve made the teenage Roddick want to 
break things, he’s more than come to terms 
with it. “The next step of musical maturity 
is embracing all the music you’ve ever loved 
and opening yourself back up to it,” says the 
producer, who’s now in his early 20 s. “There’s 
amazing craftsmanship in all areas of music, 
but I think it’s more difficult to write a great 
pop song than any other genre. It’s not easy to 
connect with so many people with a melody, a 
chord progression. I have really come to ap- 
preciate that process. The amount of energy 
that goes into something that is the perfect 
amount of simple, of catchy, of relatable is ad- 
mirable. I can’t compare my music to what’s 
going on in pop right now, but it’s inspiring. 
We’re not afraid of the pop world.”

It’s totally bonkers 
for a film to feature 
characters separated 
for nearly four years 
and not provide a 
vivid sense of the 
absence felt and cir- 
cumstances changed 

during that time. 

In ‘Ain’t Them Bodies Saints,” writer- 
director David Lowery clearly doesn’t know 
what to emphasize. We see only flickers of 
the robbery that lands Bob (Casey Affleck) 
in jail and separates him from Ruth (Rooney 
Mara), who’s pregnant with his child. Years 
later, when Bob escapes, we don’t see much 
of the guy leaving prison and sparking a 
chase. Aiming for stark minimalism that 
just comes off as self-conscious, Lowery 
seems to think he’s too elegant for actual 
drama. 

Many have accused Lowery of biting 
from early Terrence Malick (“Badlands,” 
“Days of Heaven”), but I can live with a

few familiar glares of sunlight and wheat 
stalks blowing in the wind. At first, it seems 
Lowery actually understands something 
the over-praised Malick doesn’t: People do 
matter in a story. The first few minutes of 
“Saints” quickly establish intimacy as Ruth 
fears Bob leaving her during the hold-up, 
insisting, “I will leave you first.” Later, 
during a monologue about his escape. Bob 
quotes himself, saying, “Sir, I used to be the 
devil, and now I’m just a man.” That’s crisp 
dialogue, but it’s just for show when a movie 
that starts as something turns into nothing. 

Maybe Lowery thought he was approach- 
ing the slow-moving wonder of Andrew 
Dominik’s “The Assassination of Jesse 
James by the Coward Robert Ford,” which 
also featured Affleck. Like a short film ex- 
tended to feature length, “Saints,” however. 


is just slooooow, with scraps of character 
and no clear sense of anyone’s relationship. 
Even Ruth asks a cop played by Ben Foster 
why he’s always hanging around, and it’s a 


fair question. Like Ruth’s years of anticipat- 
ing her man’s return, you just sit in front of 
“Saints” feeling frustrated and bored, wait- 
ing for it to end.

This 85-minute car chase believes in logic 
like the VAlAs believe in music. The kidnap- 
per, played in obscured close-up by the eyes 
and lips of Jon Voight, hatches a plan so 
elaborate it’s as if he wanted it to fail. Former 
stock car racer Brent Magna (Hawke) steals 
a car and waits for instructions after this 
unknown caller (Voight) says he has Brent’s 
wife, Leanne (Rebecca Budig). The com- 
mands Brent receives sound like the worst, 
bossiest GPS ever, ordering him to wildly 
turn into a park and “smash into everything 
you can.” After Brent’s chaotic dash onto a 
skating rink and down stairs and into large 
trucks, the voice reassures, “Your wife lives. 
For now.” The overall lack of urgency implies 
he may later coldly insist, “Make a U-turn 
and pick me up a sandwich.

The ad for “Getaway” absurdly calls it 
“‘Taken’ meets ‘Drive,’ ” which is only true 
in the sense that “Getaway” contains a 
kidnapping and a car. Otherwise this shod- 
dily made thriller is like “Saw” baddie Jigsaw 
was the villain of “Speed” (with echoes of

“Die Hard: With a Vengeance”), presenting 
one ridiculous situation after another that 
use the most difficult means to achieve a 
nonsensical end. 

Early in the film, a young woman known 
only as The Kid (Gomez) tries to carjack 
Brent. Since he can’t leave the car and then 
can’t let the Kid leave either, this leads to 
numerous scenes of this hysterically random 
pair of actors bickering and taking far too 
long to determine the obvious motive be- 
hind the mayhem. The conversations really 
exist to break up the endless chase sequence, 
in which little is ever clear aside from many 
objects crashing into many other objects. 

Bloodless and amusingly moronic when 
it’s not totally boring, “Getaway” takes place 
in Bulgaria, and two of the film’s many unin- 
tentional laughs come from the lazy effort to 
explain why these Americans are in Bulgaria 
in the first place.
